The 
simple, God-el ven remedies, viz.: Fresh 
air, suitable -iood, rest ana exercise, , un- 
der expert supervision, and suitable, 
cheerful surroundings, bare more than 
proved their eSicienoy. Practically speak- 
ing, these requisites:, are obtainable only 
in a sanitorlum.'^"" ' ' 

A further nOvantage connected with 
such an institution is that the cdmis- 
sion of a patient means the removal of 
one source of contagion from the genera! 
community; and .when, after treatment, 
such person is returned cured, or otbel'- 
wise, to the ranks of the public, he or 
she is an educational centre of first im- 
portance, because the first principle im- 
pressed on a patient on entering a sani- 
torium is the care he should exercise in 
his personal habits; the necessity for 
cleanliness, for care in disposal of any- 
thing about him which would spread, or 
even be likely to spread, contagion; in,.a 
word, be is persistently taught to move 
and live so that no other human being 
shall be likely, in the remotest sense, to 
aufl"er on account of any thoughtlessness 
on his part in the caro of himself. Such 
n person, when discliarged from the in- 
stitution is, by his training in Iho s-.inl- 
torium. not only impressed with the nec- 
essity for continuing such caution, but, 
because^ or hia knowledge so gained, be- 
comes: in his : family and general sur- 
roundings an educational iniluence infin- 
itely more effective than nil the litera- 
turo and arguments of physicians and 
autlioritics on the subject. 

The conditions ns to consumption are 
not only fully understood, but are well 
recognised, and it is now an accepted 
fact that consumption is preventable and 
may be cured, or its course arrested. 
That being so, inaction is, to say the 
least, criminal. It is our duty to endeav- 
or, in any case, to stem the progress of 
this sacrifice of. human beino's. 

It Is proposed to uuild a sanltorium in 
Bi4tisb Columbia. The provincial gov- 
ernment are prepared to assist, and the 
people generftlly. through local societies 
formed all over the country, are Willing 
to maintain. You are asked to help us to 
build. Action, immediate action, is inf- 
perative, tr we wish to stem this awfUl 
tide of mortality. To stand idly by any 
longer is tantamount to being willing par- 
ticipators in something worse than race 
suicide.

The context will doubtless be vigor- 
o-.is. The government, while confident 
of success, will spare no effort to malto 
that success nu .complete ns - possible. 
The Opposition -claim to be very hope- 
ful, and at any rate say that they will 
make a strenuous fight. What effect 
tlie Independent Labor movement will 
have no one can foretell. It may bo a 
formidable factor, and it may have only 
a disturbin;^ iniUicncc. The Socialists 
)vill ma1{e the most of every opportunity 
afforded them. 

■. The government enters upon the cam- 
paign with the rfesolve to secure a ma- 
jority thut will strengthen its position 
in the legislature. It will act in al- 
liance ivith none of the other elements 
in the political field, and- will have can- 
didates in every constituency. It ap- 
peals to the electorate upon its record, 
»«nd-wilh every confidence that the ver- 
dict will be in its favor.

Green's retirpmeiit, and as for the 
otlier'^"forc'p," to which it vpfprs, tlic 
nature of Avhidi pverybodj- will un- 
derstand, ivp h.'ivo nnly to say lliat, if 
the Times will .state explicitly it 
means, .we are in a position to give it 
ah explicit, direct and'- authoritative de- 
nial. Vor the prp.spnt wc '.shall .say no 
n'orp, for llip rca.-^dii tliat llipre is no 
occasion for introdiieinK into a political 
controversy any branch of the admln- 
istnitioii necessarily involved in it. 

Onr p>iL'i'iiicii contomporary tliinks 
that ihp rp.si;:iialinu eitlipr indicates or 
creates .soinetliiiiB very like a crisis. Not 
ut all. Mr. 'Green has retired from his 
position voluntarily, and for the reiL-soiis 
siatpd ill the iiitprvicw with him plant- 
ed iu the Siinda.v f'nioriist. He intends 
retiring from political life to engape in 
business. Tlie rewards of politics iu 
fills province are not so great that any 
man is to be blamed for scekinp; otlipr 
iields for his industry .md talents. !Mi-. 
ifirppn has an opportunity offered Iilni, 
which he fpels lie oiislit to accept, and 
lie has done .so. As he intends to take 
an active part in the coinpaign on be- 
'half of tlie government, his political 
•critics will liavp pver.v cliance that tlipy 
can a.sk to attack liis public oaropr. 

We are .qhid to see that tiio Times 
has the- fairness to admit tliat the retir- 
ing minister has been nn efficient nd- 
miiiLstrator of liis dppartmnnt.

BRITISH COLUMBIA FRUIT. 

We print a letter frnni Mr. ,1. 11. 
Turner in refcrpiicc to tlip Hritisli Col- 
umbia fruit c.'^liihit in London. Hp 
niciilions some very intPrp.stins ninttprs. 
It is not easy to estimate tlic benclit, 
which the province will derive froin^this 
e.Thlbit. The attention of the Brftlsh 
people is being attracted to Rritish 
'(!.'oliiinbia in a way that is out of tlio 
usual run. Fruit growing is an indus- 
try, Ttiiieli is exceedingly /^opulor, and 
is' certain to become more so. Not much 
<:an *be' added to what Earl Cirpy said 
on the subject, hpcniisc liis rpinark.f 
were .so exceedingly comprehousive, nl- 
1 hough very tei'.se. It, is not hord;latfor, 
and it has much that is' delightful ' its- 
.■iodated with il.^ It i.s likewise very 
profitable. There is perhaps no line of 
Industry possible in British lOolumbia 



frorn which n greater profit can be de- 
rived, having regard to the ai^ount of 
capital invested. ' 

We regard it as highly probable that 
a large number of people from the Unit- 
ed Kingdom will make their libmcs jn 
lliis; provhiqc and engage in fruit rais- 
ing. Take the 'case; of<»a;fm^^ a 
siiittll income reg'uliirly'' coming in. 
Place him upon ii small ranch on Vnn- 
conver Lsland, or in some of llie other 
fruit-growing regions of the province, 
aiid hjs position in life, provided 'he at- 
tends to his business, rnnnot lielp'froni 
being exceedingly comfol-tablc. When 
lliis becomes generally known, very 
mauy people will come here. We must 
hot^expeci[.top,^^inuc^^^^^^^ is. neces-' 

sary to'get the n(ivaritage.s "of this iudiis 
try, when conducted here, well into tlic 
public mind. Tiie United Kingdom may 
not be a very large place, but there art- 
a- great many people in it, and they arc 
not all reaOhed by a fruit display in a 
few of the chief centres of populatiou. 
Much also wilr depend upon the experi- 
ence of the vanguard of those who come 
here. Tliore is a very ^reat deal more 
work to he done in the way of dis'sem 
iiiating information, Uiit an. CTcellenl 
bpginiiing has- been inndc,' and we may 
all witli coutidence expect great results. 



THE PEOPLE WE NEED. 

What Briti.sh 'Colunihia needs more 
tlian anything else at this particular 
time- is a number 'of' married .laboring 
men, who -will come here intending to 
remain permanently. One great ob- 
jpclioii to Oriental labor is tlint the 
men are nearly all unmarried. Of 
course, if it were otiierwise, there would 
be seriou.s objections, especially to the 
Cliinese and Hindus, because of their 
manner of living; but no labor condi- 
tions, wliicli create communities where 
single men herd .together, are good. 
Kven in the case of white people, a 
roiiimunity consisting chiefly of iiuniar- 
ried working nipu has many ohjcction- 
nble features, especially when, as is the 
custj on the Pacific Coast, the rote of 
wages is higli. Men, who are earning 
a good deal of money, and are without 
family tics, are apt to become cjirelcss 
in their habits, and the result is loss of 
time to themselves and great incon- 
venience at times, to their employers. If 
you walk up- Government street, above 
Chinatown, any evening after o'clock 
you will meet a nuniher of Chinamen 
returning from their work. In an East- 
ern community this scnrc or two of peo- 
ple would all be white men, the ma- 
jority of them would have wives and 
children, and nearly nil of them -would 
be good citizens. A certain proportion 
of them would own their own homes; 
others would be good tenants of snug 
pottages. They would buy the news- 
papers. Tliey would attend the 
churclips.. Their c'jildren would he avail- 
able to fill the many openings constant- 
ly ocenrrtngf for capable young men and 
young women. Xo doubt the presence of 
.=0 many Chinamen has prevented the 
coming to llii.s province of the very de- 
sirable class of people above mentioned. 
An artificial line, which is ail the more 
impassable becau.se it is so obscure, has 
been drawn between white men's and 
Chinamen's work. Xot long ago a man 
in one of the Vancouver Island towns 
said that his boys were in 'Seattle, work- 
ing in a saw mill. TNTten asked why 
they had not sought employment in a 
saw mill in their own town, be replied 
tliat tliey were just beginners and 
^\•n^lld have to bp put at Chinamen's 
work. By and bye, lie lioped, when they 
were able to do a white man's work, 
they would' come home. Of course the 
chances are against their returning. 
Wlien they ^)ecorac proficient, so as to 
command the better pn.sitions around a 
mill; they will find plenty to do where 
they have learned their trade, and thus 
British Columliia will lose a couple of 
sturdy, indiisl riiius young fellows, who 
would have been glad to have remained 
at home, if they could have worked 
alongside of white boys. Thi? is not a 
solitary case by any means. We con- 
cede the apparent and temporary ad- 
vantnges resulting from coolie labor, but 
in the long run' what pays best is the 
•white laborer, who marries, establishes 
a home and .brings up a family. Of 
these Ave can never have too many. 



THE HINDUS. 

It has been staled in the Imperial 
Ilonse of Comnuiiis tliat steps are to be 
taken by the gnveniment of India to 
check emigration to this country. This 
is the only proper -course to deal with 
a matter of thi.s involved nature. Lpgis- 
lation dirp(.'lpil against the Hindu.^, 
whether passed by the Dominion or 
Province, would have created a bad im- 
pression in India, and while the enforce- 
ment of the usual reslrictlons against 
immigrants could not rpasoiialily be oh- 
jcc^ted to, even by the most critical, the 
pifect would be unfavorable upon the 
opinion of the native population of In- 
dia, who cannot be expected to under- 
stand the conditions cxistinc here. As 
iCoionist readers will remember, this pa- 
per has urged all along that the stream 
of undesirable immlgrunts should be 
checked at its source, and it is there- 
fore with much sntisfaction that 'n-e 
learn of the intention of the Briti-sh 
coverniiient. Canadians have only the 
juost kindly feelinjja towards their fel- 
low-subjects in India, and we are bound 
to say, in justice to those who have al- 
ready come here, llial, taking tlicm al- 
loKetlipr, they are pretty good laborers. 
But they do not fit iu with our social 
organization, and while the. presence of 
a few hundreds will make ho particular 
difference to any one, If there was a 
really large intlux, the results would he 
very unsatisfactory to all concerned.

This quHlity, 
while passiiig'- muster with the milder 
days, is fatal 'with , the fiercer, winds of 
Boreas, for tlie fitness of things is one 
of Fashion's most inexorable require- 
ments. -So a get-up, which is adorable 
on a mild day has nomp of the nielnn- 
choiy of the last rose ou a colder one, 
and tiie woniau who can't afford one of 
these queenly fur wraps has only this lo 
console her. 'The situation is reversed 
when her hour comes, and with snii- 
shine, warm breeres, the long coat is 
frilly, a white elephant. ■ ' ' - 

In a number of instances these long 
fur garments, are mode of ' the . most 
precious. skins',. Russian 'sable, mink, etc., 
inii the woman- wise' in ,hcr generatiou 
cliooses a'- pelt less expensive, knowing 
the impracticability of such coats for all- 
round wear. They are, besides, supposed 
to need the dignity of a vehicle to carry 
ilieui off, especially the longer ones, but 
who can resist the glee of showing a skin 
coat from neck to heels when the chance 
arrives. Mink in the richer eastern sorts, 
Willi light touches of ermine, i« one line 
skin combination wliicli ditiplays itself 
in the grander coats. .Vn ermine luufT 
may go with this, and maybe a mink 
and ermine totjue, ihongli the preference 
is for velvet haLs, rich with " feathers. 
Uiii far smarter ihau even this smart 
I'onihination' is nn all-mink coat, with a 
muff Bud toque/ to match, tinsel cam- 
elias or roses perhaps setting off the hat. 
■J'liereiii — this admixture of the fairy and 
the beast — lies the charm of fur, for witli 
these daiuty flowers and olIierK colored 
after nature go often mas.scs of delicate 
hice chiffon killings, and silk linings as 
gay as the gown of Bolticelli'.s Flora. 

^Jlusquabib, dyed to imita,le seal, Is a 
medium used for many coiits or less ex- 
lioiisive iianirc, and sable and mole- 
colored squirrel achieve tlic smartest ef- 
fects when properly made up and 
irinimed. Which means, of course, thai 
the garment is not cheap in the eiid, for 
the dainty touclVes used, tliie 'snleudid 
buttons, are the notes which: tell. Per- 
sian and baby lamb, flat caracus.and 
mink appear prominently in tlie shorter 
jackelM, whose deckings are infinitely co- 
quettish. Upon one dashing little mink 
holero, which cro.ssed sliawl fashion at 
the front, u dim Saxe blue chiffon was 
used as under emphasis to killings of 
brown. Tlie.sc bordered ihe jacket all 
round, flutTing from the elbow, sleeves in 
deeper frills, where bine buttons, set in 
love-knot ornaments of the chiffon, 
caught up the nia.ss in a flurry of pre;- 
tiness. The love knots and buttons also 
formed n frog fnsteuiiig for the front of 
"lie coat, who.'ip round nock was overlaiil 
witli a rich luce collar threaded with 
tinsel. • , 

[With the short haired fiirs, .embroid- 
eries, on silk, velvet, kid and cloth are 
frequent and rich deckings. Flat cara- 
cul, moire, astrakiian aud'baby lamb leiid 
themselves charmiugiy to .these treat- 
ments rouclies of. brilliant or artistically 
dim color and gold threads running over 
the background used for trimming. One 
little Persian and ermine coat wa.s al- 
niost barbaric iu its scheme of lints, for, 
besides the black and white of the flkiiis. 
bine, orange, pale blue and Empire green 
appeared, narrow black and gold braid 
outlining the bands made by these. 

As tn the form of thene coats they are 
too varied to be chronicled. The longer 
ones are both extremely loose and close 
(itting, and the same thing ^nay be iiaid 
of the short jackets. .Still looseness for 
these, last is perhaps the most, elegant 
feature, and in many coquettish sacque 
fornifi they fall short enough in the ma- 
jority of "instances to show girdles ricli 
with buckles, buttons, or embroideries. 
Indeed so much is a smart girdle a part 
of the short fur coat that it is useless tn 
expect a good effect without one. Fur- 
rier-i shov.- them in numbers, made of 
folded satin, kid, or-'thin velvet with 
.sometimes buckles to match the buttons 
on the coat. Turquoises set in filigree sil- 
ver, silver dimmed, made fa«hionably 
lirty-looking, composed the buckles and 
buttons of one bewildering little jacket 
of deeply marlced chinchilla, -n-hose front 
and sleeves hung with kiltings in gray 
chiffon. Pink' coral in 'Mexican ehiised- 
gold formed the belt fastening and hut- 
foiis oC another coat — ^Easterii mink this, 
with a soft brown lining embroidered 
with coral. 

Among the lesser extravagancies are 
the little coats of dyed iiniKquash, flat 
caracul and mole tinted squirrel, whose 
elbow sleeves and dainty touches follow 
all the caprices of fashion. These with 
matching muffs and u well out cloth skirt 
create a very styli.sli effect and ilie wear- 
er has tlip pleasure of knowing often that 
her modish jacket has not cost rer all her 
aubstancc. Very excellent little coats 
in tliPfic skins may be had for !?-ir>: but 
if one wants the truly exclusive thin.;; 
more must be paid of course, ',?l,OflO and 
.■fl.'iOO are quite ordinary sums for the 
Iniig coats whose accompanying muffs 
are correspondingly opulent iu size and 
trimmings. 

Apropos of rnuffs and tho neck piece 
which go with them, truely the winter 
trapper has had his liniids full. >io o:ie 
animal, unless it were u Bengal tiger ')r 
Polar bear, could ever adequately supply 
eitlier muff or luia. Big is not the word 
for these triniininps, for they are fairly 
enormous, and unless the gown itself is 
very splendid, nn medium sired set can 
set it off. .Made of stone marten, I'os, 
niing, sable, the grander sets fairly hang 
with heads, tails, and little pitiful feet, 
till woman hciscif scems as rearsome as 
tlie scalp huiUcr. 

Still femininity in' itself is softened by 
•such luxurious means, and over 'the fuzzy 
coats and , big muffs-r-under the cuddle, 
come toques, which the wan tintel flower« 
set off so strangely— ifihc eyes seem to 
beam out with a more dangerous softness. 
To be n genuine hreaker of hearts, indeed 
BO ina.ijnificpnt has drcRS become, Woman 
must liavp the golden arrow of wealth 
111 her quiver. Those clever at conni- 
vance may nchic.e iiiiRh, in some cases 
even surmount their richer sisters; hut in 
tlie majority of instances, beauty, soft- 
ness, seductiveness are synonymous with 
money, much mone.v. 

Fur sets the maid of medium means 
finds productive of good result* are the 
lull and head-decked fox ones, which fol- 
low all the hig models and arc tremen- 
dously smart. In pure white or pale 
gi'cy, these sets efi'cct with'.a'pretty dreiis 
even a very elegant air, arid sirice- Fash- 
ion has set her stamp •upon them they 
are eminently desirable. 

\s to the gowns for such mulTlings, 
tliey are in keeping, very fragile French 
effects hiding tlipinselves often under the 
long coats. aii<i somethiug of the tailor 
gpiire displaying itself with shorter ones. 
CMolli and lierriiighone serge are much 
used for the costume trottolr, which, If 
the fur coat is, very. smart, may. be quite 



plain by compaj-lson, With the more elo- 
gaut little coats velvet or silk skirts arc 
sometimes seen topped by a rich Ince 
bodice, which is kept in sequence with 
the skirt by some trimming or other. 

With a fur set alone skirt and jacket 
match, so assuming the gown cost $50 
and the set lfH5, a very stylish get-iip 
is established at fair cost. For it is use- 
less to pretend tliat woman's finery is not 
dear, and comparing these., prices with 
others quite common,' $8$:'may be com- 
puted as seasonable fOr.a-'Wiliter. get-up.

Gives Soldiers Some Freedom.

The SwlSo army Is one of the most 
remarkable of her political Institu- 
tions. It Is the Ideal toward which the 
common people of every European 
country, wetghed down with taxation 
to support huge standing armies, turn 
with longing and hope. 

The Swiss system ot nillltia Saves 
millions ot money to the taxpayers 
and gives years of freedom from mili- 
tary service to the soldiers. Practical- 
ly all Swiss serve from the age of 20 
to 50 in the mllltia and- reserves. The | 
raw recruits go Into schools, the In- 
fantry for forty-flve days, the cavalry 
for eighty days. 

After this, the cavalry serves six- 
teen days each year and the Infantry 
and artillery fourteen days every oth- 
er year. The reserves serve only Ave 
or six days every four years. The of- 
ficers, of course, arc carefully trained 
In good schools for a period ot years. 

Tills short sprvice would bo Insuf- 
ficient were It not preceded and sup- 
Iplomented by military training for 
I boy.s In school aiul rUlc practice e\'cry

. stituencies at Time of Writing 



Iiieut. Governor Dnnsmuir proclaimed 
a dissolution of the tenth- parliament of 
British Columbia yesterdrty afternoon. 
With it an annonneement was made to 
the effect that the nomination of ciuidi- 
datos, contesting the various constituen- 
cies, would take place on the lUth of 
January, the elections following on the 
2nd of February, eome three weeks la- 
ter. Notice also was given that the 
next 'session of the legislature would be 
held on the Sth of iXarch. 

Premier MoBride, it is understood, an- 
nounces that he- goes to the country to 
stand 'iiv fall by the policy which was 
enunciated and to which he faithfully 
adhered throughout the tenn he has had 
control of the rcinti of government. His 
supporters are confident ot tlie result 
but, though optimism is apparent in tlie 
ranks of the Conservative party, it is 
not the intention of any of the adherents 
to allow tlie forthconiiug campaign to 
show a lack of aggressivene.s.s as far as 
they are concerned. I'reniier .MoBride 
will leave for his riding on Friday; h\ 
J. Fulton already is in the interior, and, 
it in e.xpeoleil, that other members of 
the executive will scatter to their respec- 
tive constituencies immediately after the 
present holiday .'iea.sou. In an interview 
lai-Jt evening the premier said: 

"I oxpeediugly regret that 1 am los- 
ing from Uie cabinet, such an able and 
loyal colleague," said' the Premier last 
evening, in speaking of the retirement 
of Mr. Green from the position of duel! 
commissioner of lands and works. "The 
resignation is entirely voluntary on his 
part, due to his desire to devote his en- 
ergies to his private business, and any 
criticism to the contrary is altogether 
unfounded. I consider that Mr. Green 
was the nio.'^t ellicicur liead of the 
Lands aud Works deiiartiiieiit that the 
province ever iiosse-.^sed. lie is hard- 
working aii<l [jainslakiiig, and the legis- 
lation that he inili.'Ueil i)roves he pos- 
sesses nbility of a lii;.'li order. The pres- 
ent s.atisfactory ciindition of the tim- 
ber industry is very largely due to the 
measiires that -Mr. (ircun was instfu- 
mental in placing on tliL> .-jlalute books, 
whereby, besides making the tenure of 
the holder of limits more satisfactory as 
a business enterprise, the interests of 
the province have been better conserved 
than heretofore.' la the face of bitter op- 
position from those on the other side of 
the House, he increased the rental for 
licenses (from ^100 to 1?115 for the por- 
tion of the province east of the Cas- 
cades, and to $140 west of the Gas- 
cades), thus insuring a large increase to 
the provincial revenue. At the sama 
time the holders are better' able to deal 
with their limits as they are given titles 
for a fixed period, instead of from year 
To year at the discretion of the chief 
commissioner. 

"The extraordinary growth of the 
sawmill industry in this province during 
his term of otBeo is also directly due to 
:Mr. . Green's perfecting and the 
enforcing of the law requir- 
ing that timber cut on provincial 
lands should be manufactured within 
the limits of the province. Had it not 
been for this, many of the mills now be- 
ing operated in British Columbia would 
have been erected on the United States 
side of the line to the benefit of work- 
men in that country, instead of giving 
cmploymfent to hundreds of employees 
in tills province. 

"The Boiler Inspection Act has also 
been made more efllcient through Mr. 
Green's efforts, the safety of the public 
being .better looked after without any 
increase, of hardsbip on the owners of 
boilers or of the engineers. 

"I might mention alos the Lgg Scal- 
ing Ait, which makes the scalers olli- 
cials of the governments and removes a 
former cause of friction between the 
mill ownex-s and the loggers. 

"When the present government came 
into power the conditions on the dyked 
lands of the Eraser were most unsatis- 
factory. Hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars had been extended in tliis wurk for 
which the goveniinent was responsibie, 
previous governments having guaran- 
teed the bonds is-.sued by the dyking 
commissioners. The governments were 
praclically receiving no revenue from 
assessments levied on the districts af- 
fected, and Mr. Greon made a solution 
of tlie difficulty satisfactory to both the 
province and tlie people, with the result 
that there is now a period of prosperity 
in that part of the province. If for no 
other reason than this legislation, Mr. 
Green would have gained for himself 
an enviable record as chief commis- 
sioner. . 

"Mr. Green was the first chief com- 
missioner to take up seriously fire pro- 
tection for the timber lands, and the 
success of his eCCorls amply proves the 
wisdom of his coarse. With increased 
revenue this policy can now he furtlior 
carried out on the lines he has initiati'd. 

"I wish to enipliasize thai Mr. 
Green's retirement is due to no pressure 
from members of the governmeiii, nor 
from any other source; and my col- 
leagues all unite with me in expressing 
sincere regret at his retirement, as noth- 
ing would have pleased us belter, botli 
personally and politically, than had lio 
seen his way clear to remam m the 
cabinet." 

Preparations for Campaign 

Both tlie Liberal-Conservatives and 
the Liberals are reported to be almost 
ready for the f raj . The annoiincenient 
of Yesterday did not come as a great 
surprise to either side. uVmple tniie ,ias 
been given to permit all nere.ssnry iirep- 
aration before the actual election is hold. 
Under the constitution it is re(piire(l that 
the returning nllicers for tlie various con- 
alltnencicfi notify those residing within 
their jurisdiction of a general election 
eight days prior to polling day. On this 
occasion twenty-six days intervene be- 
tween the declaration of dissolution ■ and 
the date set for nomination. . 

lAlthough it WIS not known whether 
anotlior session of the tenth parliament 
would be held before the next electinn 
WHS called both parties have been busy, 
for weeks past, in noniiiiatiiig candidates. 
Even in the constituencies whoio no one 
has as yet been placed in I lie field dii'- 
ferent rep'-esentative men are nicnlioncd 
on both si.lpK, so tliat it -will not take 
long for tlie present vacaucii's to be 
liUed. 'I'lien the two parties will I'on- 



front 'each other- with an unbroken front, 
ready ta fight ofit; the political issues ou 
the stump throughout the country.

JOIN CANADIAN FORCES. 

Enaliah Artlllorynifeirto. Augment the 
Dominion- Garrisons. 

A London (Eng.) correspondent 
writes- "In view of the requirements 
of the Canadian government, the army 
council ha-s decided to allow ISO men 
to be obtained in this country for en- 
listment Into the garrison artillery 
branch of the permanent forces of 
Canada, and commanders of coast de- 
fences have been instructed to submit 
the names of any volunteers from the 
Royal Garrison Artillery serving under 
their command. The conditions of 
service, pay and so forth are as fol- 
lows: Suitable men to be enlisted as 
privates, to serve In the Royal Cana- 
dian neplment— or any other perma- 
nent corps In which there are vacan- 
cies—for a term of three years, with 
powers to re-engage up to 21 years for 
pcMislon. Men must bo medically lU, 
unmarried and of at least fair charac- 
ter. They should be trained soldiers, 
between 19 and 2B years of age, with 
not more than six years' previous ser- 
vice. P4y on enlistment, 50 cents a 
day; after three years' .service, 60 
cents a day; after six years' service, 
75 cents a day. Non-commissioned 
officers and men to receive a full out- 
fit of Canadian clotliing and neces- 
saries on arrival at Halifax, N. S., and 
to receive Canadian pay and allow- 
ances from the Canadian government 
from date of embarkation. Men vol- 
unteering will be paid up to. and be 
granted a free discharge from, date of 
embarU»tlon, and their enlistment 
for tho Canadian forces will date from 
the following- day. They will prob- 
ably be required to embark about 
January 1 next."

The l(Uig broom-bonlerci! drive is n 
bliize of golden glory in Kpring, yet very 
little attempt has been made to li'i- 
lirove on the glories of the natural veg- 
elntion. Vine old oaks, iincieni hoeclic's 
and straiglit upstanding firs tell of the 
many years they have remained umlis- 
turli'ed'and some of them are covered 
with the all-emhracnng ivy to the heavy 
apex. The view from the house i.s n 
magnificent one. A panorama of sea and 
skv; of pastoral peace and a city's civili- 
zation is unfolded to the view, and wher- 
ever the eye rests some new beatitj- is 
revealed. 

Of Historic Interest 
Historic interest surrounds the old res- 
idence from the fact that it was the lii-.-<t 
official residence of the first Imperial gov- 
ernor of the colony of Vancouver I.sland, 
the dissatislied London liarrister, Ken- 
nedv. When he removed to Carey castle, 
on its purciiase by the govermueni. Sir 
Joseph Trutcli, wlio bnilt tlie hoiisi! aliont 
1860, occupied it. But, at confederafion, 
the last named became the lir.st lieuten- 
ant governor of the new province and 
(iovernnicut House, aa Carey castlo Iind 
come to be known, was at necessity liis 
olTicial residence. I'pnn relinquishing 
this office, Sir .losepli Triitch returned lo 
tlie hon.eslead and resided there coiitiii- 
uosly until he left to make Ktigland his 
pern'ianeiit place of residenco. ^Iiiny oc- 
ciipanlH liave lived in the old house since 
then but with the departure of Sir Jo- 



seph Triitch historical interest in the old 
time residence ceased. 

Considerable interest has been aroused 
as to the disposition of tlie house. It may 
be said, on the authority of the new own- 
ers, that neither it or the grounds will be 
disturbed. A new thoroughfare, Trutch 
street, will pass through the homestead 
immediately in front of tlie hedge that 
encloses the liou.se grounds, but the sub- 
divisiou made for sale contains no plan 
for cutting up this portion. The balance, 
however, will he placed on the market 
tomorrow as appenr.s by an advertise- 
ment in another column,
